In addition, in a 
spirit of concern for historic and 
spiritual traditions, my Government 
has taken steps with a view to 
reaching arrangements to assure 
the universal character of the Holy 
Places, In pursuance of this objec-

Ramat Gan mayor

Fifth hospital declares strike 
as ‘pathology war’ continues

Israel's “pathology war” continued 
unebated yesterday as a ‘fifth hospi- 
tal announced it would curtail ser- 
vices, the Chief Rabbi denounced the 
anti-autopsy activista, and more 
threata were received by patholo~ 
gists. 

In Sarafen, near Tel Aviv, the 
medical staff of the 400-bed Shmuel 
Harofeh Hospital are holding a 24 
hour strike starting this morning to 
protest the terror campaign against 
pathologists and the fatlure of police 
to find the culprits, 

‘The decision wag taken yesterday 
after Dr. Miriam Pinkenson, the 
hospital's pathologist, received a let- 
ter containing a needle. The mes- 
Sage, which wag written on a piece 
of paper adorned with a red swastika 
and the words “Nazi Jewish State,” 
bluntly informed her that the next 
needle would be used on her “for 
experimental purposes.” The mes- 
sage algo included a threat to kill 
her with a submachinegun. 

The strike, which will place the 
hospital on a Saturday schedule, 
Was approved by the Israel Medical 
Association, im line with its policy 
of holding a one-day strike in every 
hospital whose medical personnel are 
threatened.
